Parole denied 
for man 
convicted in 
Mountie deaths 


Consequences. Shawn 
Hennessey, 32, was sen¬ 
tenced in January 2009 
to 15 years in prison — 
later reduced to 10 


People who have suffered 
because of the murder of 
four Alberta RCMP officers 
quietly wept as a man con¬ 
victed of manslaughter in 
the deaths pleaded for par¬ 
ole Wednesday within the 
walls of a remote prison. 

Shawn Hennessy’s bid 
for day parole and tempor¬ 
ary unescorted passes was 
rejected by officials who 
said it is too soon — that 
he needs to be more open 
about what he did and how 


he is dealing with the enor¬ 
mity of the crime. 

Just before the ruling 
was handed down, Hen¬ 
nessey told the hearing he 
is slowly coming to grips 
with the consequences of 
his decision to help gun¬ 
man James Roszlco in the 
hours before the Mounties 
were ambushed on March 3, 
2005, on his farm near May- 
erthorpe. 

“I played a very large 
part in a very tragic event 
that led to the loss of four 
lives, the lives of four men 
that were sworn to preserve 
and protect,” Hennessey 
said as the mothers of two 
of the dead Mounties looked 
on inside the Grande Cache 
prison chapel. 

“I can never imagine 
what those families have 


gone through. The despair 
and anguish that they have 
suffered. I am ashamed of 
myself for allowing me to 
be involved. 

“This is something that 
will haunt me for the rest 
of my life. I will live with 
this on my conscience for 
the rest of my life.” 

Hennessey, 32, was sen¬ 
tenced in January 2009 to 
15 years in prison, but that 
was reduced to 10 years, 
four months and 15 days 
because he pleaded guilty 
and spent time in pretrial 
custody.

Patio season would be 
a whole lot more enjoy¬ 
able in Edmonton if there 
were more patios, say city 
councillors. 

At a meeting Wednes¬ 
day, councillors requested 
a report as soon as possible 
on the current process 
restaurant and cafe owners 
have to go through to 
apply for a patio licence 
come spring and summer. 

“The short answer I’ve 
heard is (it takes) too long,” 
said Coun. Kerry Diotte. 

Council wants to make 
the process, which can 
take months, easier but 
also increase options, said 
Coun. Don Iveson, adding 
the report will touch on 
operating hours, heaters, 
using parking and sidewalk 
space and more. 

“We’ve had business 
owners contact each one of 
us with concerns about the 
current process,” he said. 
“And I think that outdoor 
living is really important to 
vibrant cities.” 

Those with licences to 
put tables and chairs out 
on sidewalks were allowed 
to do so after April 1, but 
the application must be 
made every year, said 
Iveson. 

Gill Tataeb opened 
Crepe Symphony a few 
weeks ago and mused 
about a patio not only on 
the sidewalk of Rice How¬ 
ard Way downtown, but in 
the parking stalls as well. 

“In the summer, what 
the city needs is enjoyment 
of good weather,” he said. 

Diotte agreed, noting 
one of his researchers 
discovered Vancouver has 
600 outdoor patios while 
Edmonton has just over 60, 
most of which are licensed 
for alcohol.

Social media is credited with 
reuniting a Manitoba writer 
and her biological mother. 

Marianne Curtis was born 
in Edmonton, but settled 
provinces away after being 
adopted. 

After her adoptive mom 
died in 2009, on a whim she 
sent out Facebook messages 


to people around Edmonton 
sharing her birth surname, 
not expecting much in re¬ 
turn. 

But after finding a cousin, 
it was not long before she 
got a call from her biological 
mother. 

“I was terrified. I didn’t 
want to let her down,” said 
Curtis of the first phone con¬ 
versation with the retired ele¬ 
mentary school teacher. 

Soon after Curtis, now 
with four children of her 
own, spent her first birth¬ 
day — her 41st — with the 
woman who’d given her life. 

“Apparently, she’d been 
lighting candles every year 
for me for 40 years,” said 
Curtis, whose memoir about 
her life, Finding Gloria, will 


launch May 1. 

The book chronicles her 
struggle, including fleeing an 
abusive adoptive home at 15. 

When she went back to 
complete high school in 
2004, it was a school assign¬ 
ment that prompted her to 
first recount her painful life. 

Curtis said she found the 
process both painful and 
therapeutic. 

“I’ve now been able to talk 
about my life openly. I just 
hope it helps people,” she 
said. 

Carol Walsh, Marianne’s 
birth mother, couldn’t be 
prouder. 

“All I can say is I am so ex¬ 
tremely excited and thankful 
we found each other,” said 
Walsh.

Undecided voters up for 
grabs in final weekend 


Election on Monday. 

Leaders make their 
final pitch as several 
surveys peg the 
number of undecided 
votes at 20 per cent 


The race between the two 
conservative parties in the 
Alberta election campaign 
has been likened to a nasty 
right-wing divorce — the 
Wildrose splitting from its 
Progressive Conservative 


roots and both parties now 
fighting to claim custody of 
undecided voters. 

Several surveys have the 
number of votes still up for 
grabs at 20 per cent - a num¬ 
ber that hasn’t budged much 
throughout the campaign. 

Monday’s election result 
could hinge on whether Dan¬ 
ielle Smith’s Wildrose party, 
made up largely of disgrun¬ 
tled Tories, can persuade 
the fence-sitters to give her 
the nod rather than Premier 
Alison Redford’s Progressive 
Conservatives. 

“It’s a big decision we’re 


asking people to make. Hav¬ 
ing voted for the same way 
for 41 years, we’re now ask¬ 
ing people to make a deci¬ 
sion to move in a different 
direction with a new party,” 
Smith said Wednesday. 

The issue of strategic vot¬ 
ing has been raised in recent 
days - supporting one party 
to keep another from win¬ 
ning the election. 

But Redford said earlier 
in the week that she wasn’t 
aware of any such movement 
by Liberal or NDP supporters 
to keep the Wildrose at bay. 

“I think there’s a lot of 


Albertans who are undecided 
and are starting to decide 
where to go. I know what I’m 
hearing from my candidates 
at the door is Albertans are 
very engaged,” she said. 

David Taras, a political sci¬ 
ence professor at Mount Roy¬ 
al University in Calgary, said 
the impact of having a high 
number of undecided voters 
is overblown. 

“The number may be high 
but it’s not as significant 
as you would expect,” said 
Taras, adding that only about 
one in five undecideds ends 
up voting.

After receiving the final 
$1.8 million needed to hire 
68 more members for his 
violence-reduction strategy, 
Edmonton Police Service 
Chief Rod Knecht doesn’t 
know if the same kind of 
numbers will be needed 
next year.

That scrub — at least the 
third in a year — will see 
each department outline a 
three per cent reduction in 
search of efficiencies. 

There may be zero re¬ 
duction in some — such 
as homicide — but six per 
cent in others, as well as 
the elimination of some 
programs, said Knecht 

When Mayor Stephen 
Mandel asked if the poli¬ 
cing system has changed 
due to social services fo¬ 
cused on and supplied over 
the last five years, Knecht 
said yes. 

He pointed to CAT 
teams; focusing on crime 
“hotspots”; and not having 
any officer sit idle despite 
where they are based as 
three working initiatives.

Ordeal, Jacob 
Oosterwijk describes 
cabin where he and 
wife took shelter as 
‘beautiful prison’ 


Back in the comfort of their 
own home, an Alberta couple 
who spent three days trapped 
in the B.C. wilderness reached 
out to a few mystery helpers 
Tuesday 

Jacob and Anja Ooster¬ 
wijk ventured from Fort 
Macleod on a day trip to Fer- 
nie, B.C., Saturday morning. 
What was supposed to be a re¬ 
laxing time in the mountains 
quickly turned to frustration 
and fear after the couple’s SUV 
became stuck and they were 
forced to trudge aimlessly 
through deep snow for hours in

other than that, he and 
wife Anja were reported to 
be in good health Tuesday. 

search of shelter. 

“We went through different 
emotions,” Jacob said Tuesday. 
“We were more worried about 
our kids back home, because 
they didn’t know what was go¬ 
ing on.” 

Finally, the Oosterwijks 
found an empty cabin in B.C.’s 
Bull River area that Jacob be¬ 
lieves was likely reserved for 
summer getaways. They took 
shelter in there, found a work¬ 
ing radio and were eventually 
able to call for help Monday 


afternoon. 

“It was a logger 10 miles 
away,” Jacob said. 

That logger, who Jacob 
hopes to get in touch with, was 
eventually able to radio the 
RCMP and the couple were res¬ 
cued by helicopter late Monday. 

“We are so lucky,” Jacob 
said. “This cabin had food in it, 
it had a wood stove so we could 
get warm — that was import¬ 
ant.” 

The Oosterwijks hope now 
to find and thank the cabin 
owners. 

“I even took a measurement 
of the window I broke to get in 
so I could replace it,” Jacob said. 

The couple’s oldest daugh¬ 
ter, Gerdine Oosterwijk, said 
she and her siblings were elat¬ 
ed to have their parents back 
home. 

“We can’t thank everyone 
enough,” she said.

Most fix were up 
for grabs: Agency 

Canada’s largest ticket¬ 
ing agency has confirmed 
nearly all tickets to Garth 
Brooks’ Calgary Stampede 
concert were made avail¬ 
able for public purchase. 

After inquiring with 
the artist’s representatives, 
Stampede officials and 
Ticketmaster spokesperson 
Jacqueline Peterson said 
more than 90 per cent of 
tickets to the show in July 
were made available. 

Peterson said her organ¬ 
ization took the unusual 
step of inquiring about 
the number of tickets sold 
after facing criticism from 
fans and online resale sites 
claiming, in some cases, as 
few as 20 per cent of tickets 
are made available to fans.

Convicted Canadian war crim¬ 
inal Omar Khadr, who became 
a poster child for the excesses 
of the war on terror, is a sig¬ 
nificant step closer to leaving 
Guantanamo Bay with a for¬ 
mal request for his transfer 
to Canada now in Ottawa’s 
hands. 

But diplomatic wrangling 
persisted, with one source 
suggesting the Americans 
were “desperate” to send 
Khadr home, and that a re¬ 
luctant Canadian government 
was essentially being strong- 
armed into taking him. 

According to the source, 
the Americans are “bending 
over backwards” to ensure 
Khadr’s exit from Guant-

anamo Bay and would have 
to “bend their way around a 
number of their own rules” to 
make that happen. 

“The U.S. needs to get rid 
of this guy for their own rea¬ 
sons,” said one source familiar 
with the file. 

A spokeswoman for Pub¬ 


lic Safety Minister Vic Toews 
confirmed on Wednesday 
that the federal government 
was considering the request 
to take him off U.S. hands, 
which sparked an outpouring 
of mostly anti-Khadr reaction 
among Canadians. 

Mark Toner, spokesman for 
the U.S. State Department, ac¬ 
knowledged Wednesday that 
Washington wanted to empty 
Guantanamo’s cells and that 
the government had approved 
Khadr’s transfer. 

Khadr, 25, was eligible to 
return to Canada from Guant¬ 
anamo Bay last October under 
terms of a deal reached a year 
earlier in which he pleaded 
guilty to five war crimes com¬ 
mitted in Afghanistan as a 
15-year-old. 

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s government has 
been reluctant to accept 
Khadr and diplomatic arm- 
twisting over his transfer has 
continued.

Funding shortfall. New 

hearing ordered for First 
Nations child welfare 


A new Federal Court ruling on 
child welfare clears the way 
for First Nations to challenge 
federal funding for education, 
policing and health care, says 
the Canadian Human Rights 
Commission. 

The court handed First Na¬ 
tions groups and child-welfare 
advocates a victory on Wed¬ 
nesday, ordering a new hear¬ 
ing into whether Ottawa is 
discriminating against native 
children. 

The ruling rejected the fed¬ 
eral government’s technical at¬ 
tempts to prevent First Nations 
groups from arguing for better 


funding for child welfare on re¬ 
serves. 

“This is an important vic¬ 
tory, not only for the First Na¬ 
tions who are involved in the 
case...,” acting human rights 
commissioner David Langtry 
said in an interview. 

First Nations groups say Ot¬ 
tawa is discriminating against 
native kids because the support 
the feds provide for child wel¬ 
fare on reserves is much lower 
than what kids off reserves get 
from provincial governments 
— even though the need is 
greater.

After more than three dec¬ 
ades, the Toronto Zoo has 
been denied accreditation 
by the Association of Zoos 
and Aquariums. 

The zoo is still able to 
operate but has lost the 
approval of the association, 
after a controversial deci¬ 
sion to ship three of the 
zoo’s elephants to a sanctu¬ 
ary in the United States.

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Texas nurse charged in killing, baby abduction 



A Texas woman accused of 
killing a young mother and 
abducting her three-day-old 
boy had suffered a miscarri¬ 
age and intended to “adopt” 
the newborn as her own, au¬ 
thorities said Wednesday. 

Verna McClain, 30, is 
charged with capital murder 
after confessing to killing the 
new mother and grabbing 
tiny Keegan Golden from out¬ 
side a pediatrician’s office in 
suburban Houston. Keegan 
was found unharmed hours 
later with McClain’s sister. 

The Montgomery County 
sheriff’s office said Wed¬ 
nesday that McClain - es¬ 
tranged from her husband, 


with whom she had raised 
three children - had told her 
fiance she was pregnant and 
had given birth to his child. 
Instead, McClain had miscar¬ 
ried, Capt. Bruce Zenor said. 

McClain’s sister, Corina 
Jackson, told authorities that 
she had talked about need¬ 
ing to “do the adoption” soon 
after taking Keegan. 

Her fiance, who was not 
identified Wednesday, is be¬ 
ing interviewed by author¬ 
ities. 

Sheriff Tommy Gage said 
Kala Golden had placed Kee¬ 
gan into her pickup truck 
Tuesday afternoon after leav¬ 
ing Northwoods Pediatric 


Center in Spring, about 32 
kilometres north of Houston. 
The suspected shooter was 
parked next to her, Gage said. 

During the confronta¬ 
tion, the woman repeatedly 
shot Golden, then snatched 
the child from her truck and 
drove away, according to wit¬ 
ness accounts. 

McClain is a vocational 
nurse, a job that involves 
providing basic nursing ser¬ 
vices under the direction of 
registered nurses and doc¬ 
tors. She does not work at the 
pediatric centre, according to 
a clinic receptionist, Jackie 
Longoria.

The oldest teenager 


Television icon 
Dick Clark dies 

Dick Clark, the ever-youth- 
ful television host and 
tireless entrepreneur who 
helped bring rock ‘n’ roll 
into the mainstream on 
“American Bandstand,” and 
later produced and hosted 
a vast range of program¬ 
ming from game shows to 
the New Year’s Eve count¬ 
down from Times Square, 
has died. He was 82. 

Spokesman Paul Shefrin 


said Clark had a heart at¬ 
tack Wednesday morning 
at Saint John’s hospital in 
Santa Monica, where he 
had gone the day before 
for an outpatient proced¬ 
ure. 

Clark had continued 
performing even after he 
suffered a stroke in 2004 
that affected his ability to 
speak and walk. 

Long dubbed “the 
world’s oldest teenager” 
because of his boyish ap¬ 
pearance, Clark bridged 
the rebellious new music 
scene and traditional show 


business, and equally 
comfortable whether chat¬ 
ting about music with Sam 
Cooke or bantering with 
Ed McMahon about TV 
bloopers. 

He thrived as the found¬ 
er of Dick Clark Produc¬ 
tions, supplying movies, 
game and music shows, 
beauty contests and more 
to TV. Among his credits: 
“The $25,000 Pyramid,” 
’’TV’s Bloopers 
and Practical Jokes“ and 
the American Music 
Awards.

Illinois couple claim 
final share ofhuge 
lottery jackpot 

A retired Illinois couple 
claimed the third and final 
share of last month’s record 
$656 million US Mega Mil¬ 
lions jackpot Wednesday, 
and said they plan to treat 
themselves — possibly 
even to a vacation — once 
they’ve sorted out how to 
invest their windfall. 

Merle and Patricia Butler 


bought a $3 quick-pick ticket 
to the March 30 drawing at 
the Motomart convenience 
store in their village of Red 
Bud, a farming community 
65 kilometres southeast of 
St. Louis. They have opted 
to collect their winnings — 
$158 million after taxes — in 
a lump-sum payment. 

Merle Butler, 65, said aside 
from the cadre of financial 
advisers and lawyer he and 
his wife have been meeting 
with over the past two weeks, 
they told fewer than five 
people that they had become 
millionaires overnight.

Norway’s massacre 
trial. ‘I view 21 years 
in prison as a pathetic 
sentence,’ Breivik 
tells the court in 
sensational testimony 


The right-wing fanatic on 
trial for massacring 77 people 
in Norway says he wants 
either freedom or death. 

He called the country’s set 
prison terms “pathetic” and 
argued for the return of cap¬ 
ital punishment, which was 
last used in Norway to exe¬ 
cute Nazi collaborators after 
the Second World War. 

“Acquittal or the death 
penalty are the only logical 
outcomes of this case,” the 
confessed killer said. 

“I view 21 years in prison 
as a pathetic sentence.”

Breivik was grilled by pros¬ 
ecutors about the anti-Mus¬ 
lim militant group he claims 
to belong to. 

He rejected their sug¬ 
gestions that the “Knights 
Templar” doesn’t exist, but 
admitted he had embellished 
when describing the network 


in a 1,500-page manifesto he 
published online before the 
bomb-and-shooting rampage 
on July 22. He described it 
as a leaderless network con¬ 
sisting of “independent cells.” 

Prosecutors told reporters 
after Wednesday’s hearing 
that they don’t believe the 
group is real or that the meet¬ 
ings Breivik claims took place 
in Liberia, Britain and the Bal¬ 
tic countries ever happened. 

The issue is of key import¬ 
ance in determining Breivik’s 
sanity, and whether he’s ul¬ 
timately sent to prison or 
compulsory psychiatric care. 

If found sane, Breivik 
could face a maximum 21- 
year prison sentence or an 
alternate custody arrange¬ 
ment that would keep him 
locked up as long as he is con¬ 
sidered a menace to society. 

If declared insane he 
would be committed to 
psychiatric care for as long as 
he’s considered ill.

taking aim at Islam, 
wants to purify France 


She calls herself the “voice 
of the people.” 

She styles herself as the 
anti-system candidate who 
will ensure social justice for 
the have-nots and purify a 
France she says is tarnished 
by immigrants and threat¬ 
ened by rampant Islamiza- 
tion. 

The message of far-right 
presidential candidate 
Marine Le Pen has seduced 
thousands — and clearly 
scared President Nicolas 
Sarkozy as he seeks a 
second term. 

The conservative Sarkozy 
is trying to woo those who 
would vote for Le Pen in 
Sunday’s first round of 
balloting to bridge the gap 
with frontrunner Francois 
Hollande, a Socialist who all 
polls show will win the May 
6 final round. 

In a TV interview Wed¬ 
nesday, Sarkozy asked, 

“The vote for Marine Le 
Pen serves whom? Francois 
Hollande.” 

But Le Pen says Sarkozy 
is a has-been. “Nicolas 
Sarkozy has lost. He won’t 
be re-elected,” she said on 
Wednesday. 

The 43-year-old mother 
of three wants France, and 
other euro zone nations, to 
give up the euro currency. 

She wants to drastic¬ 



ally reduce the number of 
immigrants — to 10,000 a 
year — and to crack down 
for good on what she claims 
is the growing footprint of 
Islamic fundamentalists in 
France. 

“They are advancing in 
the neighbourhoods. They 
are putting pressure on 
the population. They are 
recruiting young boys” to 
train for jihad, she said. 

At a Paris rally Tuesday 
night Marine Le Pen en¬ 
thralled a crowd of 6,000 by 
focusing on “the invisible, 
the forgotten ... those who 
are always last.”

Spain’s king 
says sorry amid 
outrage over 
hunting trip 

In an unprecedented 
act of royal contrition, 
Spain’s king apologized 
Wednesday for having 
gone elephant-hunting in 
Africa while his people en¬ 
dure an economic crisis. 

“I am very sorry. I 
made a mistake. It won’t 
happen again,” King Juan 
Carlos said. 

Looking sheepish and 
using crutches to walk, he 
spoke as he left a Madrid 
hospital where he had 
surgery after breaking his 
hip in a fall during the ex¬ 
pensive trip to Botswana. 

The 74-year-old had to 
be rushed back to Spain 

— now battling a 23 per 
cent unemployment rate. 

The royal family has 
been in the news lately 

— and not for the best 
reasons. 

The king’s son-in-law 
is a suspect in a corrup¬ 
tion case. And the king’s 
13-year-old grandson shot 
himself in the foot with a 
shotgun, even though by 
law in Spain you must be 
14 to handle a gun.

The White House and the 
U.S. Pentagon voiced regrets 
Wednesday for a new Afghan 
battlefield embarrassment — 
over photos. 

Newly published shots 
purport to show U.S. troops 
posing with the bodies of in¬ 
surgents in Afghanistan. 

Defence Secretary Leon 
Panetta called it a violation of 
America’s “core values.” 

“My apology is on behalf 
of the Department of Defence 
and the U.S. government,” 
Panetta said. 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama’s chief spokesperson, 
Jay Carney, said the incident 
was “reprehensible.” 

The photos were published 
in Wednesday’s Los Angeles 
Times. 

One shows members of 
the 82nd Airborne Division 
posing in 2010 with Afghan 
police and the severed legs of 
a suicide bomber. 

Another appears to show 
the hand of a dead insurgent 
resting on a U.S. soldier’s 
shoulder as the soldier smiles. 

The Army said an investi¬ 
gation is under way. 

Panetta added, “This is

Dutch coffee shop owners 
went to court Wednesday in 
a last-ditch bid to block a gov¬ 
ernment plan to stop foreign¬

ers from buying marijuana in 
the Netherlands. 

Lawyers representing the 
coffee shops oppose what 
would be the most significant 
change in decades to the coun¬ 
try’s famed soft drug tolerance: 
turning marijuana cafes into 
“members only” clubs open 
solely to Dutch residents. 

Members would only be 
able to get into the coffee 
shops by registering for a 
“weed pass” and the shops 
would only be allowed a max¬ 
imum of 2,000 members. 

The move comes into force 
in the south of the countiy May 
1 and is scheduled to roll out 
nationwide on Jan. 1, 2013. 

Whether it will be enforced 
in Amsterdam, whose coffee 
shops are a major tourist draw 
card, remains to be seen. 

Mayor Eberhard van der 
Laan says he wants to negoti¬ 
ate a workable compromise 
with the countiy’s Justice 
Minister Ivo Opstelten. 

Lawyers for the cafe owners 
told a judge at The Hague Dis¬ 
trict Court that the move — 
aimed at reining in problems 
caused by foreign “drug tour¬ 
ists” who buy marijuana in 
the Netherlands and resell it 
in neighbouring countries — is 
“clearly discriminatory.” 

Lawyer Ilonka Kamans 
argued that Dutch drugs policy 
gives citizens “the fundamen-

tal right to the stimulant of 
their choosing” and should not 
deprive visiting foreigners of 
the same right. 

Another of the coffee 
shop lawyers, Maurice Veld- 
man, told The Associated 
Press outside the court that 
the problem of drug tourism 
is confined to southern prov¬ 
inces close to the Dutch bor¬ 
der with Germany and Bel¬ 
gium and should be tackled 
with local measures, not na¬ 
tionwide legislation. 

But government lawyer Eric 
Daalder defended the meas¬ 
ures. ‘Fighting criminality and 
drug tourism is a reasonable 
justification” for the crack¬ 
down, Daalder told the court. 

He said the government 
wants to bring coffee shops 
back to what they were ori¬ 
ginally intended to be: “small 
local stores selling to local 
people.”

strips naked in protest 
of security screening 


Port of Portland police say 
a 49-year-old man stripped 
naked at Portland Inter¬ 
national Airport as a pro¬ 
test against airport security 
screeners. 

The incident report said 
John E. Brennan’s actions 
Tuesday evening caused 
some passengers to cover 
their eyes and their chil¬ 
dren’s eyes while others 
looked, laughed and took 
photos. Two screening lanes 
were temporarily closed. 

Police say the Portland 
man was arrested for investi¬ 


gation of indecent exposure 
and disorderly conduct. 

The Oregonian newspaper 
reports that the Port of Port¬ 
land summary said Brennan 
“disrobed completely naked” 
while going through a secur¬ 
ity screening area. 

He later told authorities 
he flies often and “disrobed 
as a form of protest against 
TSA (Transportation Security 
Administration) screeners he 
felt were harassing him.” 

He missed his flight to San 
Jose, Calif.

Inventor of web 
warns U.K. to drop 
surveillance plans 

The scientist credited with 
inventing the World Wide 
Web says he’s warned Brit¬ 
ain’s government to ditch 
plans to extend surveil¬ 
lance of Internet activity. 

Tim Berners Lee, who 
developed the web in 
1990, says the proposals 
to allow intelligence agen¬ 
cies to monitor Internet 
use and digital communi¬ 
cations of British citizens 


would be a “destruction of 
human rights.” 

Berners Lee told The 
Guardian newspaper in an 
interview published Wed¬ 
nesday that the proposals 
would place intimate infor¬ 
mation at risk of theft. 

He says the government 
has not explained how it 
could safely store the data, 
meaning the plan should 
be scrapped. 

Britain’s Home Office 
has insisted that any new 
surveillance program 
would be limited and 
aimed at serious crime and 
terrorism.

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Canada becoming a net loser 
in oil-price increases: BoC 


Crude costs. 

Oversupply and 
capacity contributing 
to undervaluing of 
western Canadian oil, 
Bank of Canada says 


The Bank of Canada says Can¬ 
adians are losing out on the 
run-up in world oil prices, 
which is impacting every¬ 
thing from business-input 
costs to consumer spending 
and inflation. 

In a new analysis of the 
current makeup of crude 
prices, the central bank said 
Wednesday that Canada has 


been importing high-priced 
Brent crude pumped in the 
North Sea and exporting 
lower-priced oil from Alberta 
since January, negatively im¬ 
pacting overall trade. 

“The increase in the price 
of our oil imports raises pro¬ 
duction costs for Canadian 
firms and also puts upward 
pressure on gasoline prices, 
since about half of the gaso¬ 
line purchased in Canada is 
produced using refined pet¬ 
roleum priced off Brent,” the 
bank said in a statement. 

That puts downward pres¬ 
sure on Canada’s real gross 
domestic income, dropping 
the country’s spending power 
to buy foreign goods and ser¬ 
vices, the bank said. In turn, 


Pipeline 


TransCanada 
submits new 
Keystone route 

TransCanada has proposed a 
new route for the disputed 
Keystone XL oil pipeline 
through Nebraska that 
avoids the state’s environ¬ 
mentally sensitive Sandhills 
region. 

The Calgary-based com¬ 
pany submitted a series of 
proposed routes — includ¬ 
ing a preferred alterna¬ 
tive — late Wednesday to 
Nebraska environmental 
officials. 

The state has become 
a focus of concern for the 
2,735-kilometre pipeline, 
which would carry oil from 
Canada to the Texas Gulf 
Coast. 

President Barack Obama 
blocked the pipeline earlier 
this year, citing uncertainty 
over the Nebraska route, 


which would travel above an 
aquifer that provides water 
to eight U.S. states. 

Details of the preferred 
route were not immediately 
available. A spokesman for 
the Nebraska Department of 
Environmental Quality said 
officials hope to post the full 
proposal on the Internet as 
soon as today. 

A spokeswoman for the 
State Department said U.S. 
officials had not received 
notification of a new route. 
State Department approval 
is needed because the $7-bil- 
lion US pipeline would cross 
a U.S. border. 

Earlier on Wednesday, 
the U.S. House of Represent¬ 
atives passed legislation that 
would allow the Keystone 
XL oil pipeline to proceed, a 
move the White House has 
vowed to shoot down. 

The pipeline project was 
included as part of a larger 
bill passed by the House 
that finances road projects 
through stopgap measures.

Canadian high-tech watchmaker raises $4.5M 



Of the more than 50,000 
ideas that have been pitched 
on the crowd-funding web¬ 
site Kiclcstarter, seeking fi¬ 
nancial support for a new 
product, none have struck 
a chord with the web com¬ 
munity more than the born- 
in-Canada Pebble. 

It’s a sleek, futuristic- 
looking wristwatch that 
wirelessly connects to the 
smartphone in your pocket 
— either an iPhone or An¬ 
droid device — and displays 
Caller ID information for 
incoming calls, emails, Face- 
book and Twitter messages, 
or calendar and weather 
alerts. And, of course, the 
watch also displays the time, 
with a number of digital 
faces to choose from. 

Vancouver-born Eric Mi- 


gicovsky and the rest of the 
team behind Pebble hoped 
to raise $100,000 on Kick- 
starter to help launch the 
watch commercially. 

They sought pledges ran¬ 
ging from a minimum of 
$99 for one of the very first 
watches off the production 
line, up to a contribution of 
$10,000 for a “mega distribu¬ 
tor pack” of 100 watches. 

The team had a little over 
a month to raise the money 
before their Kiclcstarter 
pitch expired. 

To Migicovslcy’s complete 
shock, $100,000 was raised 
in just two hours. It took 28 
hours to exceed their tar¬ 
get by 10 times, hitting the 
million-dollar milestone, 
and interest in Pebble hasn’t 
slowed since. 


Just over a week into 
the campaign, the Pebble 
has attracted interest from 
more than 31,000 back¬ 
ers for a total of more than 
$4.5 million raised — a new 
Kiclcstarter record. And just 
about every minute of the 
day, new orders continue to 
pour in. 

We try to limit that dur¬ 
ing the day now. Last week it 
was nuts,” says Migicovslcy, 
who studied at the Univer¬ 
sity of Waterloo, where he 
started developing the first 
version of the smartphone- 
connected watch. 

“Everything’s a bit crazy, 
but in a good way.”

The Bank of Canada is talcing a 
more positive view of the Can¬ 
adian economy, while doub¬ 
ling down on warnings over 
household debt, the strong 
dollar and now the price of oil. 

Building on Tuesday’s 
policy rate announcement 
that predicted 2.4 per cent 
annual growth this year and 
next, the central bank’s quar¬ 
terly monetary policy review 
provided a generally positive 
spin on Canada’s economic 
outlook — particularly in the 
first half of this year. 

The central bank said 
growth in the first three 
months of the year will likely 
be a relatively robust 2.5 per 
cent annualized, well above 
the 1.8 level it had expected in 
its January report. 

The second and third quar¬ 
ters will be similarly stronger 
than previously thought, it 
said, allowing the economy 
to return to full capacity for 
the first time since the reces¬ 


sion by the first half of 2013 
— as much as six months ear¬ 
lier than anticipated. Then the 
expansion will moderate, but 
remain positive. 

“The economy has some 
momentum,” bank governor 
Mark Carney told reporters 
following release of the mon¬ 
etary policy report. 

The quicker closing of 
economic slack is consistent 
with Carney’s signal on Tues¬ 
day that he may be preparing 
to hike interest rates sooner 
than many believed, perhaps 
as early as the fall, analysts 
said. 

“The growth forecast pre¬ 
sented by the bank would 
certainly justify some upward 
move in rates over the com¬ 
ing year or so,” said CIBC chief 
economist Aveiy Shenfeld. 

He cautioned, however, 
that only a minor setback 
would be needed to stay Car¬ 
ney’s hand.

Well, I love spending time in the 
Canadian wilderness, where the weather is unpredictable, 
deadly wildlife is eveiywhere, and several of the hostels have 
Wi-Fi that only works, like, half the time. So I know about 
roughing it.

I’ve been thinking about 
this because last week 
there was a viral news 
video that showed a bear 
roaming in a Los Angeles 
neighbourhood. It even 
crossed paths with a 
man who had his head 
down while walking and 
texting. In a moment 
of tragedy, that man 
survived. 


I’ve even hiked in the 
majestic Rocky Mountains. 
(They’re inevitably described 
that way because, like roy¬ 
alty, they serve no practical 
purpose.) In the Rockies, you 
can’t help but appreciate 
life to the fullest, because 
residents constantly remind 
you that it could end at any 
moment. 

Every time you turn 
around, someone is re¬ 
minding you that you’re in 
“bear country,” which unilat¬ 
erally seceded from Canada 
in 1994. “Hello, and welcome 
to the Stay-a-While Inn,” 
they’ll say, “where we haven’t 
had a bear mauling in 26 
minutes. You’re in room 122 . 
Please be advised, there is a bear warning in your bathroom.” 

And bear country is growing. I’ve been thinking about this 
because last week there was a viral news video that showed a 
bear roaming in a Los Angeles neighbourhood. It even crossed 
paths with a man who had his head down while walking and 
texting. In a moment of tragedy, that man survived. 

But you might not be so lucky. Bears wandering in suburbs 
will become more common with climate change (i.e. bears 
can’t afford downtown condos in this economic climate), so 
you’d best be prepared. 

Here’s what you need to know: 

• Watch closely for signs that a bear might be nearby. 
These include hats, bow ties, neckties, and stolen pic- 
a-nic baskets. Also, ranger carcasses. 

• LOOK OUT! Did you play dead this time? (Bonus tip: 
This also works in human relationships.) 

• Sometimes playing dead doesn’t work and it’s better 
to fight back. The rule of thumb is that if a bear’s 
putting a big sprig of parsley on your back, he’s not 
buying it.

Even when he talks, Dean 
Brody’s words swirl out of his 
mouth with a hint of calculated 
rhythm.

Buy Herself. Property 
Virgins' Sandra 
Rinomato helps single 
women buy their first 
home in a new 
series on HGTV 


Sandra Rinomato first brought 
her real-estate know-how to the 
small screen in Property Vir¬ 
gins, helping first-timers look¬ 
ing to land a home. 

With Buy Herself, which 
premiered Monday on HGTV, 
the Toronto real estate broker 
is again coming to the aid of 
prospective property owners. 
But in her new series, she is 
zeroing in on a steadily grow¬ 
ing segment of first-time buy¬ 
ers: single women. 

As someone who chose to 
purchase a property solo, Rino¬ 
mato can relate to the unique 
challenges faced by singles ven¬ 
turing into the market — par¬ 
ticularly when it comes to hav¬ 
ing a sole breadwinner make 
the mortgage payments. 

“I wasn’t guaranteed to get 
that paycheque every Friday, so 
that was an issue for me,” the 
real estate broker said. “When 
I bought a house completely on 


my own after a breakup, I was 
used to having a dual income; 
and then that extra person 
wasn’t there anymore.” 

Rinomato was still able 
to fulfil her home ownership 
aspirations by opting to buy 
a property with a basement 
apartment. 

“I said to myself: ‘This base¬ 
ment apartment is nice enough 
for me to move into if I have to, 
and I can rent out the top for 
more money; or, I can rent out 
the basement and live up here.’ 
So, depending on how bad my 
income became, I had options.” 
When she later moved out of 
the home, she retained it as an 
investment property. 

In Buy Herself, Rinomato 
works with women in their 20s, 
30s and 40s, all with different 
reasons they’re opting to buy 
— and buy alone. 

In the series premiere, 
37-year-old single, career-ori¬ 
ented Kelly is looking to leave 
behind her rental in a building 
largely populated by seniors 
for a place where she can be 
among fellow professionals. 

Future episodes will include 
an aspiring real estate mogul 
living with her father and step¬ 
mother, and a single mother 
with a baby daughter who are 
outgrowing their rental. 


Rinomato said this is the first 
time in modem history women 
are so prominent as both buy¬ 
ers and homeowners. She can 
recall a time many years ago 
where banks wouldn’t loan 
to women without a male co¬ 
signer. There are any number 
of reasons propelling women 
to get a foothold in the market, 
whether it’s a desire to decor¬ 
ate, nest and have people over 
or the appeal of a money-mak¬ 
ing investment, she noted. 

Rinomato said safety is also 
a key and common concern 
and part of what’s driving 
women toward buying condos. 

Once the home search gets 
underway, Rinomato said first- 
timers should regularly revisit 
their wish lists as perceptions 
typically change when tour¬ 
ing potential homes. She also 
encourages women to stay fo¬ 
cused on their goals and needs. 

“Forget about granite 
countertops. If they’re not 
there, is that really going to 
affect your enjoyment of the 
property? If it is, OK, that stays 
on the wish list,” she said. “Is 
the location really going to af¬ 
fect your lifestyle? If you don’t 
mind a big commute to where 
you work and play, then you 
can buy outside of the city.”

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Spring into 
bloom with 
beautiful 
butterflies 


Your backyard. Even if 
your garden offers just 
a few butterfly-friendly 
blooms, it can help the 
insect's population 


For a spring project that can 
get your family working and 
learning together — and also 
help some beautiful insects 
— try a backyard butterfly 
garden. 

With just a little planning, 
you can create an attractive 
and welcoming habitat for 
butterflies through the warm 
weather months, says Rick 
Mikula, author of The Family 
Butterfly Book (Storey Pub¬ 
lishing, 2000). 

The biggest problem fa¬ 
cing butterflies is destruction 
of habitat, Mikula says. Even 
if your garden offers just a 
few butterfly-friendly blooms 
in pots or containers, it can 
help the insect’s population - 
and improve the look of your 
living space. 

“Any offering for butter¬ 
flies in a garden, no matter 
how small, is like chicken 
soup for a cold,” he says. “It 
can’t hurt.” 

The choice of nectar- 
producing plants on which 
butterflies feed varies by re¬ 
gion. But wherever you are, 
Mikula says, your options 
don’t have to be fancy. Sim¬ 
ple flowers such as varieties 
of Echinacea, daisies, asters 
and even some violets can 
serve as butterfly-friendly 
snacking spots. Non-invasive 
milkweeds can be especial¬ 
ly appetizing to migrating 
butterflies, without taking 
over your yard. 


“Even one or two plants 
like that are going to be great 
because when the butter¬ 
flies are moving, there’s a 
place for them to stop,” says 
Mikula, who lives in Hazel- 
ton, Penn. 

You can start your re¬ 
search with books such as 
Mikula’s, or checking out on¬ 
line resources. Try bugguide. 
net or butterfliesandmoths. 
org, recommends Nathan 
Brockman, curator of the 
Christina Reiman Butterfly 
Wing of Reiman Gardens 
at Iowa State University, in 
Ames. Some garden-supply 
retailers, such as Lowe’s 
Home Improvement stores, 
offer online and in-store ad¬ 
vice as well. 

There are some conces¬ 
sions you may need to make 
if you plan to entice butter¬ 
flies into your yard, Brock¬ 
man says. 

One is understanding that 
caterpillars, the butterflies’ 
offspring, are going to eat 
host plants, including some 
herbs and vegetables you 
may have planned to serve at 
your own dinner table. Plant 
extra, and remember you’ll 
be rewarded for the sacrifice 
when caterpillars turn into 
fluttering butterflies. 

Also, be prepared to give 
up the use of pesticides on 
vegetable gardens or lawns. 

“Don’t use any at all if 
you are truly gardening for 
butterflies,” Brockman says. 

Mikula’s tip is to soak 
tomato leaves overnight 
in water, then strain and 
spray the solution onto 
plants as an effective and 
organic pesticide that 
won’t harm butterflies.

Dear Charles the Butler, 

In being more environment¬ 
ally friendly, my family 
uses cloth napkins instead 
of paper. The problem is, 
though we regularly wash 
them, greasy food stains 
stick around. I’ve tried spot 
cleaning with Dawn liquid 
dish detergent, which often 
has good results, but it’s a 
time-consuming job. Is there 


a better — and less time- 
consuming — way to remove 
grease stains? 

Sally 

Dear Sally, 

Nice to hear you’re teach¬ 
ing your family about their 
environmental footprint. I 
too use cloth napkins. They’re 
more environmentally 
friendly and they are so much 
more enjoyable! 

So how to clean these nap¬ 
kins? Unfortunately, each stain 
does need to be pre-treated. 
Time consuming, I know, but 
good diy cleaners deal with 
each stain/spot individually 
before a general cleaning. 

A ph neutral soap, like 
what you’re currently using, 


should be applied to each 
grease stain, let it sit then 
rinse with cold water. To really 
work that stain, try soak¬ 
ing the napkins over night 
in a pail. You could also try 
commercial spot removers if 
regular soap is not doing the 
trick. It’s important to remem¬ 
ber if the stains are still on the 
napkins when you take them 
out of the washer, do not put 
them in the dryer until you 
re-treat the stain again. What 
goes into the dryer comes out 
the same way, and then it is 
permanent! 

From now on, buy natural 
fabric cloths because they are 
easier to clean.

Now that another season of 
Mad Men is taking us back to

Lucidly, the popularity of 
both the AMC show and the 
design style makes it easy to 
find furniture that sets the 
stage. 

The retro decor comple¬ 
ments many of today’s fur¬ 
nishings — something to re¬ 
member when you’re trying 
to capture that ’60s vibe, says 
Anthony Larosa, former furni¬ 
ture design department chair 


at Savannah College of Art and 
Design. He cautions against go¬ 
ing all-in on the vintage look, 
even if you love it. 

“People would have had 
a mix of furniture in their 
homes,” he notes. “We get at¬ 
tached to things; we take them 
with us when we move and re¬ 
decorate.”

Lighting 

In period TV shows, light fix¬ 
tures are essential in delivering 
the right look.

If you don’t have too much 
space on your closet rod, 
the items she specifically 
feels should be hung are 
coats, pants, dresses, suits, 
tailored shirts, silk blouses 
and gowns. 

The best items to fold 
and store on a shelf or in a 
drawer are T-shirts, sweaters, 
gym clothes, jeans and deli- 
cates — such as beaded and 
cashmere pieces.

Football. CFL approves rule changes 
to add video review to all scoring plays 


There will be no more second 
guessing from armchair 
quarterbacks — at least as 
far as scoring is concerned 
— when the CFL kicks off 
with its opening exhibition 
games on June 13 with the 
Argonauts in Hamilton and 
Saskatchewan in Vancouver. 

The league announced on 
Wednesday that all scoring 
plays will be reviewed by video 
from the command centre. 

That means all TDs, field 


goals, singles and safety touch¬ 
es will be reviewed without 
either team challenging the 
scoring play. 

A couple of key safety rules 
have also been approved by the 
CFL’s board of governors. 

Officials will blow the play 
dead immediately if a ball carri¬ 
er’s helmet comes off. The play 
will resume at the spot where 
the helmet came off. 

Also, any player whose hel¬ 
met comes off during a play 


must stop in his tracks. He can’t 
make a tackle. He can’t try to 
deflect a pass. He must refrain 
from participating in the play. 

If a helmetless player 
doesn’t stop, his team will be 
penalized 10 yards for illegal 
participation. And if a player 
hits a player without a helmet 
— and that player isn’t involved 
in the play — the offender’s 
team will be penalized 15 yards 
for unnecessary roughness.
